The Reportof the same Committee on medical education at the Campbell Vernacular 
“Medical Schoo! at Sealdah. 
The Government Resolution thereon, dated 14th June 1879, 


The Committee appointed to enquire into Medical Expenditure in Bengal, 
having reported on the Sealdah Medical School, were desired to report on the 
other vernacular medical schools of Bengal, and to draw 7p a curriculum 
eof study and rules for the examinations of the schools. he report now 
submitted is an excellent and interesting one, for which the thanks of Govern- 
ment are due to the Committee, and the conclusions at which the Committee 
have arrived meet generally with the Lieutenant-Governor’s concurrence. ‘The 
Committee have perhaps dwelt somewhat too prominently on the function 
of these schools as affording a supply of qualified hospital assistants for the 
service of Government. Sir Ashley Eden, while recognizing the value of the 
schools for this purpose, is of opinion that the training of a class of village 
practitioners is a secondary object of little less importance. Government 

. especially desires to sce well-trained men, understanding the European system 
- of medicine and surgery, spread throughout the country and taking. the places 
of the ignorant kabirajes. No obstacle, which does not exist in the case of other 
students, should therefore be placed in the way of students who wish to jom 
the schools with the view of subsequently establishing themselves as private 
ractitioners; and on this ground the Lieutenant-Governor would be unwilling 
hereafter to authorize the charging of higher fees to students who do not 
declare for Government service, as suggested by the Committee. 

2. In deference to the strong representations of the local teachers, the 
Committee now desire to withdraw the recommendation, which they submitted 
in their report on the Sealdah School, that no attempt should be made to teach 
operative midwifery, hospital assistants being in their opinion unfit to be 
entrusted with obstetric instruments. On the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks that much good may be done by giving instruction in operative mid- 
wifery to the class of practitioners trained at the vernacular schools, and he 
accordingly approves of the substitution of the following for Resolution X of 
the Committee’s report on the Sealdah School :— 

I. Instruction in midwifery should be as practical as possible, and may include so much 
» operative midwifery as, in the opinion of the Superintendent and teacher, is necessary to 
enable the student to deal with such cases as he is likely to meet with in practice, 
‘The lectures should be illustrated with operations on the phantom, and efforts should 
be made to attract cases to the wards to serve as material for clinical instruction. 

The subject will, as recommended by the Committee, be made compulsory

7...In the Cuttack School the Committee reeommend the abolition of the 
lectureship on chemistry, and a reduction of the number of lectures on 
midwifery. These proposals are approved. 

8. The Committee conclude their report with a syllabus of subjects of 
instruction, and another of subjects of examination, together with a scale of 
marks which they recommend for adoption in all vernacular medical sehools. 
The Lieutenant-Governor approves of these, and desires that they may be adopted.

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It would be interesting to have the relation of hospital mortality to sex and age 
worked out in future reports. The number of children tzeated is so large, and 
if the experience of the General Hospital is any test, the mortality among them 
is so considerable that it is possible infantile mortality may be an important 
factor in the dwspital returns. There is nothing, however, to show the number 
of children among in-door patients. 

+7, The following table shows the general mortality in hospital and in the

Dr. Payne, however, holds that cholera deaths occurring within 24 hours of 
admission should not go to swell the numbers of ‘so-called moribund cases. If 
cholera be excluded, the moribund cases are almost entirely native, and thei 
effect should only be looked at with reference to the native death-rate.

these hospitals, about which many disputed questions of practice have grouped 
themselves. The Licutenant-Governor himself would have been glad to have 
had some detailed information as to the progress of antiseptic surgery in the 
Medical College Hospital. The orecot ects gives, it is true, in an appendix 
a list of major operations performed, with a return of the deaths after operation ; 
4 but it would have been interesting to know how far the deavis and the operations 
were directly connected, The subject of hospitalism is, however, noticed in a 
separate paragraph of the Report, from which it appears that Dr. McConnell’s 
investigations h&ve now placed it beyond dis] pute that, in 64 cases of hospitalism 
occurring within the past six years, the isease was, in no fower than 41 
imported into the hospital by the patients ; that is, the patients when admitted 
had some form of putrefactive disorganization already existing in their system. 
Although ‘only those cases of hospitalism could be investigated which reached 
thé dead-house for post mortem examination, the facts prove, as the Surgeon- 
General argues, the magnitude of the error which in past years attributed all 
septiceemic deaths to the defective construction of the hospital. The advocates 
of antiseptic surgery claim for it that it prevents hospitalism almost entirely. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that in future reports the experience of the 
Surgeons of the Medical College Hospital, in connection with this question, will 
be‘brouglit out and examined by the Surgeon-General so as to be on record in 
an easily aceessible form. Meantime an examination of the statistics given in 
the appendia and in former reports brings out the following facts, which were 
“certainly, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, deserving of some detailed

12. In the General Hospital there are now no native patients, The death- 
rate among Europeans was higher than in 1878, 1877, 1876, and 1874, but lower 
than in 1875. The rate (45°5) was, however, but little higher than the ave 
rate of the past ten years, viz. 44-9; and when it is remembered that from 
tho resident population only cases really calling for in-door treatment are now 
admitted, the slight increase is fully explained. Liver disease, dysentery, and 
diarrhara accounted for 40 of the 142 deaths ; cholera for 25; phthisis for 11; 
unspecified local diseases for 255 poisons and injuries for 8. There were only 
2 cases of heat apoplexy—the smallest number for many years. The cases of w 
cholera were fewer than in any previous year since 1871. The death-rate of 
males was 39 per 1,000, of Fpates 56 per 1,000, and of children 108 per 
1,000. Many children are said to have heen brought to hospital in a hopeless 
state—a fact which seems to render the discrimination of mortality with refer- 
ence to age in the reports of other hospitals desirable, There were 6) important 
surgical operations during the year (excluding three eye operations). The 
deaths were 11, giving a rate of 180°3 per 1,000. In 1878 there were 37 
operations with five deaths, or at the rate of 135-1 per 1,000. 


13. In the Mayo Hospital and its dependencies (which are not Govern- 
ment institutions) the rate of mortality was slightly higher» than in 1878 and 
1874, and a good deal higher than in any of the other years in the statement. 
Of the 285 deaths, 24 were due to fevers, 88 to cholera, 6'only to phthisis, 
28 to other respiratory affections, 26 to dysentery and diarrhwa, 62 to other 
local diseases, 34 to injuries, 5 to poisons; 36 cases (including apparenth 
cholera cases) were moribund on admission, There were 206 operations wit 
21 deaths, as against 154 with 12 deaths in 1878, the rate per mille being 
101-9 against 79. 


14. In the Campbell Hospital the admissions, though less by 2,794 than in 
1878, were more numerous than in any previous year. The average daily 
number in the wards was nearly equal to that of 1878 ; and although no persons 
were admitted for blindness or absolutely incurable conditions, and the orders 
of Government restricting the number of patients to 467 (subject to certain 
exceptions) were attended to as far as possible, there were at one time 508 

wsons under treatment. There are still many incurable cases of old standing 
in the wards. Of the 32 European deaths, 12 were caused by small-pox, 10 by 
dysentery and diarrheea, none by cholera, Of the 2,125 native deaths, 81 were 
due to small-pox, 323 to fevers, 144 to cholera, 93 to phthisis, 165 to dro SY, 
49 to respiratory affections, 978 to dysentery and diarrhea. The cholera 
admissions were more numerous than before (227 against 117), owing to the 
transfer to this hospital, under Government orders, of cholera cases from the 
inland labour transport depdts. In the depdts these cases died at the rate of 
80-6 per cegit. in 1878; their death-rate in the hospital was 64:7. ‘The death-rate 
Pom all Giseases was 260 per 1,000 against 252 in 1878. The difference is 
entirely due to the increase in depot cholera cases. Excluding these, the rate 
was 252 per 1,000, or very nearly the same figure as in 1874, 1876, 1877 and 
1878, and very much below the mortality of 1875.. Small-pox accounts for the 
slight excess of this rate over that of the year preceding.

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16. In the Howrah Hospital the European death-rate of the last two years 

+ had-been very high, as compared with that of 1877, 1876, 1875, and even 1874. 
It is said that frivial cases are now more rigorously excluded. Of the 32 
European deaths, 8 were from fever, 3 from cholera, 4 from phthisis, 6 from 
liver disesse, dysentery, and diarrhoea, 6 from other local diseases, and 2 from 
debility and old age. Among the native admissions, the proportion, of hopeless 
and moribund cases is greater in this hespital than in any other, and has increased 
largely within the last two years. Half the native in-patients are now said to 
be “serious cases of injury and moribunds.” More than one-fifth of the 
deaths last year occurred within 24 hours of admission, and more than a third 
within three days. Dysentery and diarrhwa caused 222 of the 891 deaths, 
cholera 29, fever 29, phthisis 11, debility and old age 26, injuries 15. The 
native accommodation of this hospital has deen largely extended by converting 


part of the old jail to hospital uses ; so that it now serves the same purposes as , 


the Campbell Hospital in respect of receiving moribund and destitute native 
patients. There were 38 important surgical operations with 6 deaths, against 
58 with 9 deaths in 1878, the rate per mille being 157-8 against 169°8. 


17. In paragraphs 14 to 17 of the Report, the Sugeon-General examines 
the evidence presented by the hospital returns on the question of the increase 
or decrease of enteric or typhoid fever. It appears + no conclusion as to 
the prevalence of this specific fever can be drawn, owing to the similiarity which 
it presents in many of its phases to malarial remittent fever, and the idiosyn- 
orasies of different officers in deciding questions of classification as between 
these two diseases. One very serious fact is, however, established by the 
Surgeon-Geral’s figures, and that is the great increase of remittent fever and 
typhoid taken together. Thus the hospital returns show—

The returns for 1879 are, Dr. Payne observes, silent as to the “acute 
edema,” supposed to be Beri-beri, which has attracted so much attention in 
Calcutta in the present year. There scems to be no doubt that, though there 
is a slight relative improvement in 1879, Calcutta has since 1874 become more 
unhealthy, as regards serious fevers, than it was in 1871-73. 


s 18. Itis satisfactory to observe that the cinchona alkaloid has now 
thoroughly established itself in the Calcutta hospitals as a sufficient remedy in 
fever cases. During 1879, 165tb were used as against 23lb of quinine. In 
1876 the expenditure was 11b of the alkaloid against 191b of quinine. 


- 19. Paragraphs 19 to 64 of the Report are devoted to an elaborate 
analysis of the finance of the different hospitals.

20. The Lieutenant-Governor does not propose to follow the Surgeon- 
General through his careful and exhaustive examination of details. ~The + 
following statement, showing the work and cost of working of the several 
institutions, is given by Dr. Payne as the result of his enquiries :— 
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21. The Surgeon-General remarks that the cost of the Medical College 
Hospital is exceedingly high, both absolutely and proportionately. In 1879'the 
daily average cost of dicts was 6 annas 7} or 7} pies for European as against 
6 annas in 1878, and 3 annas 14 pie (nearly) for natives as against J annas 8 pics 
in 1878. The cost of native diets is considerably more than in any other hospital. 
The charge for stimulants was much the same as in 1878, Rs. 806 against 
Rs. 814, compared with Rs. 3,530 in 1877 and Rs. 4,607 in 1876. The cost of 
medical stores and of miscellaneous items was much higher than in 1878. Dis- 
bursements to patients from special endowments were thrice the amount of 1878, 
though the class of persons for whom they were intended was less numerous. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is, however, well satisfied that these endowments 
should be fully utilised, and he is sure that the officers administering them will 
see that they are not squandered. ‘The report should in future years contain 
some account of the appropriation of such funds during the year under review. 
The expenditure on diets still leaves a margin within the maximum sanctioned 
by Government for ordinary purposes, and there is no reason whatever to.doubt 
that, by paying due attention to their administrative duties, the medical officers 
of the hospital will be able to do full justice to their patients under existing .

25. The charges ofthe Mayo Hospital and its dependencies in respect of 
establishment and management rose,somewhat. European subscriptions and 
other donations showed,a large falling off, gnd the Government expenditure on 
medical stores increased. The Surgeon-General draws attention to the heavy 
charges made in the case of this and other institutions by the Medical Store 
Department for out-patient tickets. Steps should, as suggested, be taken by the 
Surgeon-General, in communication with the Baparmiondent of Government 
Printing, for having them more cheaply printed. 1f this is done, the Lieutenant+ 
Governor thinks that it would probably simplify the accounts of the Mayo |

General personally inquired into the causes of the very low diet rato for natives 
at the Howrah Hospital, and found that it was accounted for by the large 
number of moribund cases admitted when too far gone to swallow anything. 
To press such patients with food or stimulants would, as the Assistant Surgeon 
in charge explained, cause only needless distress. The Civil Surgeon must, 
however, see that patients who are able to take food are allowed to want 
nothing which their cases require.
